THE SKAY OASE. 


John Seay, through his counsel, Judge Nel- 


son, presented an affidavit for a continuance 
this afternoon, and the motion was granted. 
Seay says he cannot go to trial without the 
presence of Decker, who has forfeited his 
bond. 


THE BIGAMY OASE. 


Just as everybody expected, under the rul- 


ing of the court last week, James H. McNeal, 
who has been on trial for bigamy, withdrew 
his plea of not guilty and pleaded guilty. He 
did it this morning, soon after Judge Hughes 
convened court. 'Jhe history of the young 
man's rather mixed matrimonial experience 
Is familiar to our readers. He admitted all 
that was charged in the Indictment, but insist- 
ed through his attorney, that he was innocent 
of criminal intent. Under the law, there was 
nothing for the court to do but to fix a term 
McNeal should serve in the penitentiary, and 
the time ivas placed at one sear; but under 
the circumstances the Judge thought It wise 
to suspend the sentence and give the defend- 
ant his liberty on his promise to conduct him- 
self properly in lutute and proTO taithful to 
hia present wife, Hannah, whom he married 
again after Annie secured a divorce at the 
present term of court. The mother of the de- 
tendant, Mrs. McNeal, from Cbamberaburg, 
Pa., was in court, ns waa also Hannah. The 
release of James rilled their hearts with joy. 
It la quite probable thnt Jim will take no more 
risk in the marrying line and will behave him- 
self, otherwise ho will be prompily taken in 
charge and receive his sentence. Annie, the 
first wife, who was Instrumental in having 
him put behind the bars last summer, has left 
the city, taking her two children with her. It 
is understood that after she got her divorce 
her heart softened toward Jim. It Is known 
that she was anxious that he should not be 
prosecuted to the extent of sending him to 
the penitentiary. 


THE CATTLE-STEALING TRIAL. 


The case of The People vs. Albert McGood- 


win and Charles Stainos, indicted for com- 
plicity in the stealing of two flue cattle from 
the farm of Joseph Arthur in Illini township 
the second dny ol last February was called up 
for trial this forenoon and a jury selected to 
hear the evidence. State's Attorney Vail Is 
conducting the prosecution, and Charles A. 
Ewlng appears for Staines and Thos. Lee for 
McGoodwln. 


A SINGULAR EPISODE. 


The two convicts, Bill Carrier and John Mil- 


ler, who pleaded guilty to stealing the cattle, 
at the May term of court, and wore aent to 
J oliet for two years, wure brought here at the 
expense of the county to testify againat 
Staines and McGoodwln, whom they had ar 
rested for complicity in the crime. Just be- 
fore the noon hour to-day Carrier and Miller 
were brought over from the jail to testify 
Both appeared to be unwilling to come to the 
front. The judge, jury and attorneys waited 
for the convicts to go to the stand. 


Carrier was the first to make a break, and he 


surprised the court somewhat by asking if he 
could be forced to testify in the case. The 
court answered promptly that he would have 
to give his testimony, and Carrier was o dered 
to take ihe Bland; but when directed to take 
the oath Carrier bluntly refused to qualify by 
taking the oath, when the court ordered him 
to be removed to jail. Miller did not have 
anything to say, but like Carrier he refused to 
qualify, and then both convicts were taken 
back to jail. Mr. Vail had relied upon the evi- 
dence of Carrier and Miller to prove the al- 
leged connection of the defendants with the 
robbery, and he was somewhat amazed by tbe 
sudden and unexpected conduct of the con- 
victs. The indictment does not set forth >hat 
the convicts were concerned with McQoodwin 
and Blames in the robbery, and Mr. Ewing 
made an argument for the purpose of exclud 
ing all testimony going to show there waa any 
co-operatiou with the convicts. At this stago 
of the proceedings court adjourned. 


Tbis afternoon Judge Hughes had Currier 


and Miller brought betorc him. He told them 
he could commit them to the county jail for a 
year after they served out their term at Jollot, 
If they still refused to testify. Miller answered 
that be would submit to the sentence. Carrier 
asked for an hour's time to consider his deci- 
sion. Itwaa granted. 


WEDNESDAY, NOV. 11. 


The usual large crowd of spectators, made 


up largely of witnesses for the defense, was in 
court this morning to hear further evidence 
in the cattle-stealing case of The People vs. 
Albert McGoodwin and Charles Staines. The 
prosecution closed last evening, arid since 
then tbe defense has hnd on the stend a large 
number of colored people and other citizens 
to prove that Carrier is a liar. 


After the defense got through trying to 


break down the effect of Carrier's evidence, 
McGoodwin and StaineB testified in their own 
behalf, denying all knowledge of the larceny. 
The people then produced evidence in rebut- 
tal, for the purpose of impeaching the defend- 
ants. The case will go the jury thia afternoon. 


CARRIER TESTIFIED. 


Yesterday Bill Carrier, the Joliet convict, 


indicated that he would not testify against the 
defendants, but after Judge Hughes Intimated 
that he would commit him to the county jail 
for contempt, after some deliberation he took 
the stand and told all he knew about stealing 
the cattle. He said that McGoodwin, Staines, 
Miller and himself went to the Joseph Arthur 
farm, and thatiatl were Implicated in the rob- 
bery. Carrier stated that the party talked 
awhile about how many of the cattle should 
be driven on*. One was In favor of taking 10 


head, but he thought one iteer apiece would 
be enough. Foally the party concluded that 
two head were about all that Miller could sell, 
and they were driven to the Blerz butcher 
shop yard weat of the city, that then Miller 
made the attempt to get the money for tbe 
cattle from Martin Blenz when Marina! Mason 
arrested him. Carrier left for Kansas where 
he wa« arrested and brought back to Decatur. 


John Miller, the other convict, was again 


asked to give hia testimony, but he stubbornly 
reiused, when the court entered the following 
order upon the docket against him: "Defend- 
ant Miller, for refusing to be sworn and te§- 
tlfy In case No. 2750, without lawful ezcuie,ls 
adjudged guilty of contempt and Is sentenced 
to one year'i confinement In the county jail, 
sentence to be executed immediately on the 
expiration of hia preaent term of service In 
the penitentiary, unless sooner discharged by 
order of court."

A Proud Agent In BIB New Office—A 


Freight Depot that Coat »1O,000. 


Mr. 0. L. Hovey, the Decatur agent for 


the Illinois Central railroad company, 
paid the BBPDBLIOAH office a short call 
yesterday, bat be was too modest to lay 
anything about that handsome new 
freight depot now in uee, though hie more 
intimate friends note the fact thai he ia 
deservedly proud 
ot 
the substantial 


structure. It is located opposite Front 
street, on a line with the railroad and a 
little south of the dingy passenger depot 
It ia built solidly ot atone and brick, vhe 
brick coming entirely from the Decatnr 
Steam Ti'e Factory. It is 32 feet wide, 
and 216 feet in length, not counting the 
spacious platforms for handling freight, 
The root is made ot elate, and tbe roofe 
over the platforms are of corrugated iron, 
Inside there are two improved Fairbanks 
scales, and at the north end is the neat 
office of Mr. M. Kngler, the check clerk. 
At the south end of the building, front- 
ing on Eldorado street, ia the office of 
Mr. C. L. Hovey, the freight agent. It 
embraces a rpace 32x80 feet, and is fitted 
up neatly for convenience and comfort, 
Mr. Hovey has a room eet apart as a pri- 
vate office.

DURBIN GETS 21 YEAB3. 


Verdict of Guilty Reached at 


2.8O this Afternoon, 


THe Prisoner Takes the Sentence Coolly. 


From Thunday't Doily. 


Shortly after 2 o'clock this afternoon, 


the jury agreed upon a compromise ver- 
dict, and so reported to Judge Hughes. 
1'he defendant, Durbin, was brought into 
court by Sheriff Foster, and then the jury 
leaded by Foreman Yates filed in and 
sook their places along the east railing. 
The Judge received the envelope, opened 
it and read the verdict as follows: 


'We, the jury, find the defendant guilty 


as charged m the indictment, and fix bis 
punishment at 21 years in the peniten- 
tiary." 


Durbin is 27 years of age. For good 


behavior his term will be cut down sev- 
enil years.

Edward M. Ashcraft, associate counsel 


for the defendant, made the closing argu- 
ment for the prisoner, speaking until 
nearly four o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. Asheraft's home is at Vandalia, where 
he stands at the head of the Fayette 
county bar. His argument urging the 
acquittal of his client, whom he declared 
had not been proven guilty of the crime 
with which he is charged, was an earnest 
and masterful til'ort. He dwelt at great 
length upon the previous good character 
of the prisoner. 


The closing argument of the caee was 


made on behalf of the people by State's 
Attorney Vai1, who made H scathing and 
clinching speech in appealing to the jury 
to do their duty in this important case. 
He clearly stated what constituted cir- 
cumstantial evidence by illustrations, 
read the indictment to the jury for the 
first time, and then proceeded in a graph- 
ic and earnest manner to review what he 
termed to be a perfect chain of circum- 
stantial evidence of the guilt of Durbin. 
He characterized as stuff and balderdaih 
parts of the statements made by Johns 
and Ashoraft in thpir addresses to the 
jury. The defense had endeavored to 
prove by 16 elderly people of JFayetle 
county, three of them preachers, the al- 
leged good character of the defendant, 
but they had not brought one young man 
of Durbin's age to tell what he Knew 
about his habits aud record, Of course 
the old men did not go to parties or 
dances with Duibin, and therefore they 
could know but little or anything about 
him; and then turning to the visitors Mr. 
Vail said: "Men ot Fayette county, if 
Durbin is the good man you have testi- 
fied that he is, a man without a blemish 
on his character, then for God's sake 
don't send ua any of your bad men." At 
times Mr. Vail became quite eloquent. 
The speech was well put together and 
was given with good effect. 


THE INSTBUOTIONS. 


Judge Hughes submitted his instruc- 


tions to the jury shortly before six o'clock. 
They were quite lengthy, strong against 
the prisoner on the circumstantial evi- 
dence, and favorable to him in charging 
the jury that they must agree upon the 
manner and time of the alleged murder 
as charged in the indictment.

He made 
short addresses at the various stop- 
ping places, and the enthusiasm 
which greeted him at every point is 
evidence of the fact that the old 
man still has a strong hold upon the 
people, and that the liberal party 
which he represents is by no means 
dead.

most too horrible for belief. It is 
to the effect that a large part of the 
outrages committed in Arizona and 
attributed to the Apaches, were re- 
ally the work of white men, disguised 
rn Indians. There ought to be no 
pains spared to ascertain the truth 
of this report, and if the facts be ae 
stated, no money expended in hunt- 
ing down the demons capable of snob, 
atrocities will be considered wasted 


A NEW YORK paper publishes an 


interview with General John A. Lo- 
gan, in which the Illinois Senator 
vigorously refutes the notion of the 
'mugwump" press to the effect that 
he injured the Republican party in 
New York by the character of the 
speeches which he delivered during 
the campaign. He shows that in 
the counties where his speeches 
were made the Republicans not only 
held their own, but increased their 
majorities, while elsewhere through- 
out the State the Republican major- 
ities, as a rale, fell off from those of 
last year. He then turns the tables 
on the mugwump papers by showing 
that in New York City, where they 
are published, the Democratic ma- 
jority is increased by several thou- 
sand over last year. In citing facts 
General Logan has the advantage. 
He also declares that denunciation 
of election frauds at the South is 
not reviving sectional questions, and 
that he also denounced 
election 


frauds in Cincinnati and in Chicago. 
This declaration is also sound. The 
Republicans have been defeated only 
in New York and Virginia at the 
elections in pivotal states, this year. 
In all the states carried by Republi- 
cans, the suffrage issue has been 
boldly advanced by Republican ora- 
tors on the stamp, including Sher- 
man, Logan, Foraker and others. 
The average result shows that this 
is an exceedingly live issue, and is 
likely to so continue. 


THE eight great trunk railways 


between the seaboard and the West 
have agreed upon and signed a new 
treaty of pool and peace. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the new 
plan will work more smoothly and 
remain in force more permanently 
than have previous plans. These 
great railway rivals are in one re- 
spect like the Great Powers of Eu- 
rope—they are continually making 
new treaties of peace, but are nev- 
ertheless continually on the ''ragged 
edge" of war.

clothes becoming her sex. 


THE ship yard of John Roach, at 


Chester, Pa., started up yesterday, 
with 170 men at work. There was 
great rejoicing among the people of 
the town, more than a thousand of 
whom had assembled around the 
gates, and as the whistle sounded, 
shout after shout went up from the 
crowd, until the sound of the steam 
whistle was drowned. Women and 
children joined in the glad acclaim, 
and their huzzahs could be heard 
several squares distant. 


FEBD WARD, the boss villain of 


the century, does not enjoy his life 
at Sing Sing, where he is "doing the 
state some service." The food is 
not such as his delicate appetite 
most desires, his labor is too bard, 
and the prisoners are of such a class 
that he would not converse with if 
he could. And yet it is doubtful 
whether any of his fellow-convicts 
are as abandoned and heartless vil- 
lains as he, or deserve any more 
punishment for their crimes. 


A DISPATCH in the New York Times 


from Elmira, N. Y., the home of 
Governor Hill, says: :'The most dis- 
graceful election that ever took place 
in Chemurjg county took place Tues- 
day. 
In Elmira the Democrats 


started in by paying §10 for votes, 
and increased that figure so that 
from noon until the polls closed §20, 
$25 and $27 were paid in open mar- 
ket by Governor Hill's heelers. Hon- 
est men left the polls in disgust, and 
many hundreds of men in good cir- 
cumstances took the money." Hill's 
plurality in the State is now reduced 
by further returns to 10,285. 


MONTREAL'S city debt, it is now 


anticipated, will be increased at least 
$3,000,000 by the small-pox 
epi- 


demic, while her power to pay will 
be decreased in stilt greater rate by 
loss of population. 


THE New York World, the accep- 


ted organ of the Democratic party 
in the great metropolis, says, in a 
review of the election of Governor 
Hill:

There is no need to conceal the 


fact that the result of the New York 
election is a source of the keenest 
disappointment to the Republicans 
throughout the whole country. They 
had been led to expect an easy vie • 
tory in that state, the expectation 
being based upon the close vote of 
Jaet year, the open dissatisfaction of 
many Democrats with their ticket, 
and the return of the mugwumps to 
the Eepublican fold. All the hopes 
founded upon these 
expectations 


proved to be delusive, and the cam- 
paign conducted upon them turned 
out to be a mistake. Republicans 
should begin to learn a few things 
by experience, especially when the 
experience so often is of the sasie 
kind. 
They should learn to build 


no expectations upon stories of Dem- 
ocratic disagreement. That party 
has always posesesed the ability to 
whip its disgruntled members into 
the ranks in time for election. No 
matter how much they may kick 
over the traces in the early days of 
the canvass, they usually become 
perfectly docile before the voting 
begins, and respond to the com- 
mands of the leaders at the polls 
just fa though they had always rec- 
ognized the superior fitness of every 
man on the ticket. This has been 
the case BO uniformly that Republi- 
cans should not be deceived. The 
fond hope that the prodigals of last 
fall would return in such numbers 
M to utterly overwhelm the Demo- 
cratic party seems to have been 
equally delusive. 
The mugwumps 


either did not return, 
or their 


strength in the state is far below 
the numbers of which they have 
boasted. 
The candidate was accep- 


table to them and the platform not 
objectionable, but where were their 
•votes on Tuesday ? The lesson to 
be deduced from the result is the 
same that has been so often repeated 
in the past—namely, that a political 
party cannot afford to sacrifice its 
policies and traditions in order to 
please its enemies. It must, do the 
best it can, according to the light it 
has, and try to win back its dissatis- 
fied members by argument rather 
than by surrendering to them. A 
party cnnnot exist upon the favor of 
its enemies, nor by catering to their 
wishes; it must preserve the confi- 
dence of those whose votes it ex- 
pects to get from year to year. A 
different policy is almost certain to 
result as did that pursued by the 
Republicans in New York on Tues- 
day, where the favor of the prodi- 
gals was courted (and probably se- 
cured), while the rotes of the "reg- 
ulars" were left to take care of them- 
selves. New York went Democratic, 
not because there is a majority of 
Democrats in the state, but because 
so many Republicans did not care 
enough about the result to go to the 
polls.

amounting to §6,000,000, bought 
some time ago by the bank syndi- 
cate for gold, has in effect been re- 
deemed by the Treasury in green- 
backs. These silver coins were never 
really issued to the banks, but were 
deposited to their credit in the Sub- 
Treasury at New York, and were to 
be drawn out by the banks when 
needed for use. It appears that the 
banks purchasing the silver found 
no use for it, and have been recently 
withdrawing from the Sub-Treasury 
the amount in greenbacks. The sil- 
ver subsidiary coins are redeemable 
at the Federal Treasury either in 
gold or legal tenders, and this pro- 
cess has been simply that of redeem- 
ing the silver which they bought s 
few months ago. 
The fact that the 


small coins are redeemable by the 
Government, while silver dollars are 
not, is the reason why when the 
banks advanced gold to the Treas- 
ury they took the subsidiary silver 
instead of the irredeemable stand- 
ard dollars. 
There does not appear 


to have been anything creditable in 
the transaction.

CHOOSING THEIR SEATS 


How tho United States Law-Mnkors Select 


Their Seats. 


Tho House having notified the Sen- 


ate of its organization, there remained 
but one other interesting feature of the 
proceedings. Eveiy member naturally 
wished tho best seat in the hall that ho 
could obtain; and as all of them could 
not bo satisfied, the question was deter- 
mined by a game of chance. The clerk 
placed in a box as many slips of paper 
as there wore Representatives, each 
ber ring the name of a Representative, 
and he then drew these slips from the 
box 011 e at a time. (The member oldest 
in continuous service, and also Mr. 
Alexander H. Stephens, who, on ac- 
count of his age and infirmity, was "en- 
titled to consideration on the part of the 
House," were permitted to choose seats 
before the drawing commenced.) Then 
all tho other members retired beyond 
Ihe outer row, and each Representative, 
as the slip bearing his name was drawn 
and called, came forwatd and selected 
a seat. It was quite an amusing per- 
formance; the law-makers enjoyed the 
fun fully as much as did the spectators 
m Ihe gallery; and the countenances of 
tho fortunate members beamed with 
tho smiles of childish joy. 


In the Senate, this matter of seats is 


settled in a different way. 
At the be- 


ginning of every Congress tho newly- 
Elected Senators chose from among the 
vacant scats in the order in which each 
Senator notifies Captain Bnssctt, on the 
principle of "first come, first served;" 
and it they do not get satisfactory scats 
they "speak" for other scats, in the 
event of such seats becoming vacant 
during their term of office. 
Captain 


Bassctt keeps a 
i ecord of all these re- 


quests in a book, and often the same 
scat will be spoken for by three or four 
Senators. I remember one Senator who 
had a scat very desirable on account of 
its location, -n ho became suddenly ill— 
so ill that he was not expected to live. 
Several of the other Senators applied 
for his seat, and when the Senator heard 
of it he declared he would not die. 
Andhedid'not; ho even lived to see the 
seats of these Senatois who had spoken 
for his become vacant.—Edmund Alton, 
in St. A'tc/ioUts,

Annual Report ol the General Superin- 


tendent oi the EailwaylMail Service. 
WASBIHGTOX, D. C., November 11.— 


Mr. John Jameson, General Superintend- 
ent ol tbe Bill way Mall Service, has 
completed hU annual report for the fiscal 
year ended Jane 30th, 1886. 
From the 


report It appears that on'_Jane 30th, 1866, 
the year following the resumption oi 
mall service In the Southern States, the 
malls were carried over but 32,092 miles 
ot railroad, -while in the succeeding 
nineteen years the mileage had in- 
creased to 121,167. The Increase during 
the past year was only 10,077; but it Is 
assumed from present Indications oi re- 
vival ol business that tbe rate oi Increase 
will be equaled, If not exceeded, daring 
the current fiscal year. The steamboat 
mail lines upon which railway postal 
clerks are employed continue to be grad- 
ually superseded by railway Hoes or Star 
service, and during tbe year there was a 
decrease of 1,169 miles in the mileage of 
routes over which clerks run. 


The matter handled during the year, 


exclusive ol registered matter, was'428,- 
392,500, or about nine and a hall per 
cent, over 1he previous fiscal year. 


The number oi casualties occurring 


during the year, from which death or in- 
jury to postal clerka resulted, has de- 
creased somewhat from previous yearly 
records. It appears from this report 
that the number oi accidents during the

He reviewed briefly the many difficulties 
encountered in dealing with the question, 
which, lie acknowledged, was an import- 
ant one, and said the great trouble was 
as to the first practical step to be taken 
toward improving the condition ol tbe 
Indians. "Shall we give them 
more 


schools and churches 
and 
agricul- 


tural implements lor use on their reser- 
vations, or shall we deed them lands In 
severally and leave them to their own 
resources." One trouble was to get rid 
oi the influences of the old chiefs. Then 
again, II we leave the Indians to them- 
selves and one becomes hungry a loud 
cry goes up all over the country that we 
are starving the Indians. 
How are we 


to get the Indians to mingle with tbe 
whites? We certainly can't drive them 
off the reservations. Is it better to keep 
them under tutelage where they are, or 
could their civilization be better ac- 
complished 
in 
other 
ways? 
"The 


question 
Is 
surrounded 
with 


difficulties," 
continued 
tbe 
Pres- 


ident, "and the most Important con- 
sldertion, to my. mind, Is: 'What Is ine 
most useful thing to be done?' " He 
said that, while it might not be well for 
the cause to disturb tbe Indians in their 
present homes, be believed the reserva- 
tion would ultimately be given to them 
in severally and the Indians tbrown on 
their own resources. Tie President re- 
minded tbe committee that the cause 
which they bad advocated would require 
years to consummate, but he hoped to 
be able to make a beginning in the right 
direction during the remaining yean oi 
his administration.
